‘The Sangamo Journal accuses us with an 
attempt to increase the prices for State prin- 
ding because we sustain the Executive offi~ 
cers in their prohibition of depreciated paper 
for taxes. Tho facts are that we wish to 
maintain the prices fixed by law, but the Jour. 
nal wishes'to swindle the public printer, the 
governor, the jndges, and other servants of 
the people, out of more than half of the sum 
they contracted for, and give it to the bank

The prices for the public printing in this 
State are much lower than in most of the 
States, and yet the prives for lahor are higher 
here than many other paris of the country, 
When the present prices for public printing 
were fixed by the State the public printer hau 
the public binding which yielded a greater 
Profit than the printing. ‘The profits from 
both of these sources, whien united, were only 
reasonable at the time they were fixed. Bul 
the Legislature of 1839-40 (the whigs having 
‘a majority) created a public binder, and thus 
reduced the profits of public printer one-half, 
and had It not been for the hard times setting 
in and the consequent declension in tie prices 
of produce and labor, the public printer could

Let us sum this 
up as follow: 
For 20 thousand ems composition, the pob- 
lic printer receives from the State 75 
cents, filicen dolinrs ia State Bank papery 
worth only $7 50 
For 20 thousand ems the public printer 
haste pay to the journeyman at 334 
cents, in good funda, 


This yields 83 cents, or only 4 cents per 
thousand to the public printer, aver the wa- 
ges of the journeyman; and this four cents is 
all that is left to bim to pay two proof rea- 
ders—to pay a foreman—to pay for the wear 
and tear of his materiuls—to pay office rent— 
‘and the interest of the movey invested in his 
materials which sre worth 4000 dollars, and 
which are only brought into use once in two 
yenrs to do the public work. 

It is thus ss plain as day, that the public 
printer would become largely the loser by 
performing his official dutics! Instead of

The insult offered the American people ot 
the Ashburion dinner in New York, on the 
Qnd inst, by receiving the British national 
toss "The Queen of Great Britain,” with 
cheers; and the American national toast, “7'Ae 
President of the United States,” with silent 
contempt, has called forth a universal expres 
sion of indignation.

Then follows the reply of Mr. Picesants to 
A.B,, dated (rom “Goochland, Aug. 25, 1842,” 
occupying more than a column and a half of 
the Richmond Whig.

ety or authority for taking steps that it may 
become necessary to take, under certain eit 
sumpstonces, they have acess to the opiniins 
of the atiormey General, whose business it 
then is to advise. With the character of Mr, 
Lamborne, the Attorney General, as a jurist 
we arenotmuch acquainted, but We presume 
that he is qualified (0 discharg the duties of 
hisofice. Weare among the few who just- 
fy the officers spoken of in the course they 
Hove taken.
